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COINEX  1987 


The  ninth  International  Coin  Fair,  ‘Coinex’  organised  by  the  B.N.T.A.  took  place  on 
the  8,  9,  10  October.  The  venue  was  as  usual  the  Marriot  Hotel,  Duke  Street,  Wl.  For 
those  readers  who  have  never  attended  such  an  event  I  will  endeavour  to  set  the  scene. 
Imagine  a  very  large  square  room  with  lines  of  trestle  tables  set  in  rows.  Each  dealer 
rents  space,  usually  around  six  feet  or  so,  and  glass-topped  show  cases.  As  you  will 
appreciate  there  are  good  and  bad  locations.  For  example,  some  dealers  would 
consider  pole  position  to  be  near  or  opposite  the  door  where  you  can  capture  clients  as 
they  enter.  Some  of  my  colleagues,  however,  would  argue  that  close  proximity  to  the 
bar  is  a  definite  advantage.  Coin  dealers  now  and  again  exhibit  journalistic  tendencies 
and  enjoy  conducting  business  in  a  congenial  and  relaxed  stupor.  On  these  occasions — 
as  far  as  the  number  of  clients  is  concerned,  especially  the  returning  variety — the  bar 
wins  hands  down.  It  never  seems  to  run  out  of  stock  either! 

A  vistor  may  also  be  puzzled  by  sheer  statistics.  A  coin,  let  us  say  is  sold  at  one  end 
of  the  room.  A  few  minutes  and  several  deals  later  it  ends  up  at  the  other  end  at  double 
its  original  price!  Such  an  increase,  if  plotted  on  a  graph,  would  look  spectacular  and 
such  a  performance  would  be  the  envy  of  any  self-respecting  investment  house.  But 
that's  the  way  it  is  and  as  long  as  the  final  price  is  agreeable  to  the  vendor  and 
purchaser,  a  deal  is  made.  For  anyone  interested  in  coins  a  visit  to  Coinex  can  be  very 
rewarding.  Wandering  around  the  various  tables  buying  or  just  browsing  (not  too 
much!)  or  stepping  back  and  watching  the  hurly  burly  can  be  great  fun.  Seriously 
though,  this  year’s  fair  was  very  encouraging.  I  did  not  speak  to  anyone  who  did  not 
have  a  good  or  reasonable  fair  and  there  were  many  visitors.  A  good  thing  for  coin 
collecting  and  hopefully  the  harbinger  of  a  stronger  and  more  buoyant  market.

COVER  STORY 


This  month's  front  cover  coin  (GG43)  is  a  William  and  Mary  guinea  1689,  with  the 
Elephant  and  Castle  emblem  below  the  bust. 

Mary,  the  eldest  daughter  of  James  II,  married  her  cousin  Prince  William  of 
Orange-Nassau,  the  son  of  Mary,  daughter  of  Charles  I.  The  idea  of  having  a  partly 
superimposed  bust  of  the  King  over  that  of  the  Queen  may  have  derived  from  the 
Greek  and  Roman  coins,  especially  those  of  the  Ptolemies  of  Egypt.  The  famous 
‘Elephant  and  Castle’  emblem  was  the  badge  of  the  African  (‘Guinea’)  Company  who 
supplied  much  of  the  gold  and  some  of  the  silver  for  these  issues.

5.  Dating.-  The  dating  of  the  above  coins  is  c.  460  B.C.  to  c.  440  B.C.  SNG-ANS  256 
and  257  are  dated  at  c.  425  B.C.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  none  of  the 
ANS  242  to  255  series  have  appeared  in  this  hoard  and,  unless  we  can  account  for 
the  absence  of  specimens  of  these  types,  it  suggests  the  chronology  offered  in  the 
ANS  needs  to  be  modified.  Stylistic  considerations  also  suggest  that  SNG/ANS  256 
and  257  be  moved  backward  to  follow  ANS  240,  i.e.  c.  440  B.C. 

The  EF  plus  condition  of  all  the  ANS  256  and  257  (in  spite  of  the  weak  strikes) 
suggests  that  they  were  uncirculated  and  perhaps  even  minted  to  celebrate  some 
state  function  and  that  they  were  deposited  shortly  before  the  state  function 
occurred.  (If  it  ever  did;  the  fact  that  the  coins  remained  in  the  hoard  and  not 
distributed  suggests  it  did  not!) 

Another  possibility  is  that  the  hoard  represented  payments  for  mercenaries.  We 
know,  for  example,  that  about  450  B.C.  the  cities  of  Syracuse  and  Acragas 
succeeded  in  defeating  the  Sicels,  who  had  united  under  Ducetius.  Ducetius  had 
founded  a  Sicel  capital  at  Palice  c.  459/8,  but  was  defeated  c.  450  at  Noae.  The  Sicel 
federation  was  dissolved  and  Ducetius  exiled  to  Corinth.  Syracuse  and  Acragas 
quarrelled  over  territorial  divisions  and  Syracuse  emerged  as  the  'recognized' 
leader  of  Sicily  (c.  440  B.C.).  At  the  same  time  other  Sicilian  cities  who  were 
fearful  of  Syracuse,  e.g.  Rhegium,  Leontini,  and  perhaps  also  Catana  and  Naxos, 
made  alliances  with  Athens  in  443  B.C. 

Ducetius  had  returned  to  Sicily  in  446  and  attempted  to  restore  the  Sicel 
federation.  He  founded  Cale  Acte  and  then  died.  Exactly  what  happened  in  these 
years  is  not  known  except  that  in  440  or  439  Syracuse  destroyed  Palice.  Given  that 
Leontini  sided  with  the  Sicels  in  opposition  to  Syracuse  in  the  general  war  of  427- 
424,  it  is  also  possible  that  Leontini  had  been  preparing  to  assist  Ducetius  and  the 
Sicel  federation  in  440.  Ducetius'  death  and  the  destruction  of  Palice  may  somehow 
be  linked  to  the  Leontini  hoard.  This  will  have  to  be  examined  again  once  more 
definitive  information  on  the  hoard  is  available. 

6.  With  regard  to  the  other  mints  represented  in  the  hoard,  the  following  Syracusan 
tetradrachms  were  represented  (once  again  the  numbers  in  brackets  indicate  the 
number  of  times  that  specific  coin  has  appeared  in  an  international  auction).

The  date  range  of  the  above  Syracusan  coins  is  c.  480  to  c.  440  B.C. 

In  addition  to  the  above  ‘counts’,  several  copies  of  the  above  Syracusan 
tetradrachms  are  still  being  circulated  commercially  in  Italian  convegnos.  It  is 
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doubtful,  however,  that  more  than  250-300  Syracusan  pieces  were  in  the  hoard. 

7.  From  Catana,  /R  tetradrachms  (Pozzi  411,  pi.  10,  10)  appear  also  to  have  been  in 
the  hoard,  but  in  considerably  smaller  numbers  (perhaps  a  total  of  15-20  pieces; 
Fig.  5.) 

8.  From  Gela,  /R  tetradrachm  (Jenkins  146  (039/R91);  Fig.  6)  have  been  in  circulation 
with  other  pieces  from  the  hoard.  Some  of  the  more  serious  numismatists  in  Italy 
are  not  yet  fully  convinced  however  that  the  Gelan  pieces  were  part  of  the  original 
Leontini  hoard.  Variance  in  patinas  suggest  that  they  are  more  likely  from  a 
separate  hoard  (perhaps  the  ANS  hoard  noted  in  the  Introduction)  and  simply 
added  to  the  current  ‘Leontini  blocks’  for  distribution  and  sales  purposes.  In  any 
case  there  are  relatively  few  pieces  (104)  in  circulation  and  their  dates  (c.  475- 
470  B.C.)  would  allow  them  to  fit  in  with  the  general  chronology  of  the  other 
mints. 

9.  While  other  mints  may  have  been  represented  in  the  hoard  (e.g.  Messana, 
Camarina,  Naxos?),  these  were  not  in  any  great  frequency.  Perhaps  20-30  pieces 
maximum. 


SUMMARY 

Preliminary  observations  suggest  that  the  ‘Leontini  Hoard'  is  not  the  same  hoard  as 
that  listed  in  the  RNS  Coin  Hoards  (1985);  that  it  comprises  some  700-800  coins  at 
most,  the  majority  of  which  are  from  Leontini  and  Syracusan  mints,  a  few  other 
Sicilian  mints  also  being  represented  (see  Table  1).

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Judging  from  the  Leontinoi  coins  not  present  in  the  hourd,  as  well  as  from  stylistic 
considerations,  one  suspects  the  SNG/ANS  sequences  should  he  reconsidered. 

Additionally,  although  the  international  market  now  appears  'saturated'  with  coins 
from  this  hoard,  the  number  of  pieces  is  finite  and  in  fact  very  few  remain  to  be 
released. 

The  mint  condition  of  Leontini  SNG/ANS  256  and  257  suggests  they  were  minted 
for  some  special  function  and  deposited  just  prior  to  the  occurrence  of  that  function. 
The  first  300  or  so  coins  were  probably  all  well  struck  and  well  centred  (some  slight 
variance  in  the  size  of  the  flan).  An  obverse  die  crack  at  the  hairline  develops  early  in 
the  series  and  gradually  widens  with  continued  use  of  the  die.  Eventually  as  the  die 
crack  widens,  the  die  strikes  grow  weaker  suggesting  a  conscious  intentional  effort  to 
save  the  die.  Once  broken,  this  particular  style  of  Apollo’s  head  is  not  recut,  except  for 
the  new  dies  made  in  Rome  some  2,500  years  later.  (The  number  of  forgeries  of  this 
coin  appears  to  be  increasing.) 

As  indicated  at  the  outset,  the  author  does  not  wish  to  pre-empt  the  work/studies 
currently  under  way  by  others,  but  wishes  to  offer  his  own  preliminary  observations 
and  hypotheses  in  the  hope  that  others  who  can,  will  also  assist  in  the  work  of 
reconstituting  not  only  the  contents  of  this  important  hoard,  but  its  historical 
significance  as  well.

IMPORTANT  NORMAN  COINS  IN 
THE  KOSE  HOARD

A  hoard  of  over  1000  early  medieval  coins  of  many  countries  were  discovered  at  Kose, 
near  Tallinn  in  the  state  of  Estonia.  Thanks  to  Mr.  P.  D.  Mitchell  I  have  the  list  of  the 
content  of  English  coins  which  encompasses  the  span  between  the  first  hand  type  of 
Aethelred  II  and  Type  13  of  Henry  I.  There  are  several  Norman  coins  which  fill  in  gaps 
between  the  types  hitherto  known  for  moneyers  working  at  particular  mints  or  are  a 
second  specimen:  these  are  listed  below.

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There  are  also  presumed  Irish  copies  of  English  types  including  ones  based  on  William 
II,  type  2. 

In  the  hoard  found  near  Beauvais  which  provided  the  Addenda  to  Part  22  of 
the  series  Moneyers  of  the  Norman  Kings'  ( SCMB  1987,  No.  822,  p.  190;  see 
Glendining’s  Sale  of  4/1 1/87),  are  two  specimens  of  a  I  lenry  I  type  15  which  are  read  as 
being  struck  by  a  moneyer  GRIM  at  Exeter.  It  will  be  interesting  to  ascertain  whether 
the  obverse  die  is  the  one  used  by  a  moneyer  HEVD  who  similarly  struck  at  Exeter 
(BMC  216/7)  and  is  not  known  for  other  types  there  or  elsewhere.

TECHNIQUES  OF  COIN  PRODUCTION 
9-10  September  1988 
Preliminary  Announcement 

A  symposium,  jointly  organised  by  the  British  Museum  and  the  Royal  Numismatic 
Society,  will  be  held  in  the  British  Museum  on  Friday  9th  and  Saturday  10th 
September  1988.  The  theme  will  be  Techniques  of  Coin  Production  and  w  ill  cover  the 
methods  of  making  dies,  and  their  use  to  make  coins,  methods  of  making  forgeries  and 
the  analysis  of  coin  alloys  where  the  alloy  is  a  significant  factor  in  explaining  some 
technique  of  production. 

These  interested  in  receiving  further  details,  which  are  expected  to  be  available 
around  Easter  1988,  are  requested  to  contact  Miss  M.  M.  Archibald,  Hon.  Secretary, 
RNS  Scientific  Research  Committee,  Dept,  of  Coins  and  Medals,  British  Museum, 
London  WC1B  3DG.  Anyone  wishing  to  submit  a  short  or  full-length  paper  on  a 
subject  covered  by  the  theme  of  the  symposium  should  contact  the  Hon.  Secretary  as 
soon  as  possible,  with  the  title  of  the  proposed  paper  and  an  abstract  of  not  more  than 
300  words. 

While  advice  on  university  hostels,  etc.  will  be  given  gladly  on  request,  it  is  not 
proposed  to  organise  accommodation  for  symposium  participants  on  a  block  basis.  In 
view  of  the  possible  clash  of  interest,  it  has  been  decided  that  there  will  be  no  BANS 
Course  in  September  1988,  but  there  will  be  one  as  usual  in  1989.

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JOHN  SAYES  :  A  SEVENTEENTH  CENTURY 
TOKEN  ISSUER  IN  TENBY

Tenby  lies  in  the  south-eastern  corner  of  Pembrokeshire,  overlooking  Carmarthen 
Bay,  where  its  historic  buildings,  the  unspoilt  coastline  and  broad  sandy  beaches 
ensure  that  this  charming  town  remains  one  of  Wales’  most  popular  seaside  resorts. 
Almost  as  interesting  as  its  scenic  position  is  Tenby’s  history,  reflected  in  numerous 
exhibits  in  the  town’s  splendid  museum,  which  stands,  panoramically  on  Castle  Hill. 

An  exhibition  ^currently  on  view  in  the  Museum  includes  a  small  sample  of 
numismatic  items  recovered  by  local  metal  detecting  enthusiasts  from  various  locations 
in  southern  Pembrokeshire.  Most  of  the  coins  are  of  the  common  hammered  variety — 
silver  pennies  of  Edward  I;  buckled  and  heavily  clipped  sixpences  of  Elizabeth  1  and 
milled  shillings  from  the  late  Stuart  period. 

Perhaps  the  most  interesting  items  in  the  exhibition  are  two  seventeenth  century 
tokens,  recovered  by  Mr.  Robert  Reed  from  the  North  Sands  area  of  Tenby.  The  first 
was  issued  by  Elizabeth  Williams  of  Carmarthen  ( 1663),  the  second  was  issued  by  John 
Sayes,  a  mercer  who  was  mayor  of  Tenby  during  the  Commonwealth  (1657).  Only  one 
other  token  issuer  is  known  for  the  town.1 

The  token  of  John  Sayes  is  a  copper  farthing  issued  in  1668,  but  unfortunately,  due 
to  the  effect  of  salt  water,  it  is  corroded,  and  also  discoloured.  The  obverse  legend 
reads:  , 

*  IOHN  •  SAYES  •  MERCER,  with  an  IOS  in  monogram. 

The  reverse  legend  reads:  *  OF  •  TEMB  Y  •  1668  :,  again  with  an  IOS  in  monogram. 


The  Token  of  John  Sayes  (x2) 


This  token  of  John  Sayes  is  listed  as  No.  109(  b)  in  the  schedule  of  Welsh  seventeenth 
century  tokens  prepared  by  Mr.  G.  C.  Boonr  but  there  is  some  confusion  regarding 
No.  109(a),  listed  as  an  identical  token,  with  the  same  design,  issued  by  John  Sayes, 
although  the  token  bears  the  date  1667.  Writing  in  his  The  History  of  Little  England 
Beyond  Wales  (1888),  Edward  Laws  stated  that  John  Sayes  of  Tenby  issued  tokens  for 
two  consecutive  years,  1667  and  1668,  but  he  provides  no  references  to  support  his 
assertion.  The  1667  token  has  not  been  traced  and  Mr.  Boon  considers  it  a  mistake  for 
the  1668  token. 

Although  the  exact  date  is  unclear,  it  is  known  that  John  Sayes  was  born  during  the 
latter  part  of  the  reign  of  James  I  (1623).  He  was  a  member  of  a  family  extensively 
involved  in  trade  and  held  a  number  of  official  posts  in  his  capacity  as  Churchwarden 
(1656-1657?),  Bailiff  (1649)  and,  most  importantly.  Mayor  (1657). 3 

Due  to  the  relative  paucity4  of  official  records  for  this  part  of  Pembrokeshire  during 
the  seventeenth  century,  very  little  is  known  of  his  early  life.  The  Civil  War  which 
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completely  dominated  the  political  and  economic  life  of  the  nation  during  the  1640s 
had  a  tremendous  impact  upon  Tenby,  then  one  of  the  most  important  ports  in  Wales. 
One  can  speculate  that,  as  a  young  man,  John  Saves  could  have  witnessed  the  terrific 
bombardment  to  which  the  town  was  subjected  by  a  Parliamentary  tleet  (1644)F  the 
storming  of  Tenby  by  the  indefatigible  Parliamentarian  Roland  Laugharne,  or  the 
three-week  siege  of  Tenby  during  the  Second  Civil  War  (when  the  town  was  re¬ 
captured  for  Parliament  by  Colonel  Horton  in  1648). 

John  Sayes  was  certainly  a  man  of  considerable  financial  means.  Among  the  lay 
subsides  at  the  Public  Records  Office,  is  a  roll  listing  particulars  of  the  Hearth  Tax.' 
(levied  on  all  households  in  the  county  of  Pembrokeshire  1670).  In  the  Persons 
Lyable’  column  for  ‘Villa  Tenby’,  the  roll  records  that  ‘Mr.  John  Sayce’  had  five 
hearths,  and  a  further  three  in  another  house.  Further  evidence  of  his  wealth  is 
obtained  from  the  genealogical  records  collated  by  the  late  Francis  Green,  who  lists 
the  text  of  John  Sayes’  will.17  The  will  stipulated  that  an  annuity  of  £3  should  be  granted 
to  Rice  Sayes,  the  token  issuer’s  brother,  whilst  three  houses,  the  Malt  House  in  High 
Street,  Tenby,  a  house  in  Bridge  Street  and  a  house  in  Serjeant's  Lane,  were 
bequeathed  to  Sayes’  son-in-law  and  executor  Robert  Gethin.  Other  property  was 
bequeathed  to  Robert  Sayes,  a  grandson,  whilst  one  third  of  the  affluent  mercer's 
goods  were  to  be  distributed  to  his  daughter,  Rachel  and  her  children. 

An  inventory  dated  16th  October,  1693, 8  demonstrates  that  this  token  issuer  left 
goods  to  the  value  of  £373.  17  shillings  and  7  pence  -  a  considerable  sum  in  those  days. 
One  of  the  few  records  to  indicate  John  Sayes’  financial  activities,  is  contained  in  a 
document, M  dated  4  May,  1668,  with  Sage  Ley  (otherwise  Hughes)  of  Trevaughan,  a 
widow  in  the  parish  of  Tenby.  The  document  pertains  to  a  grant  of  a  Messuage, 
containing  half  a  burgage  in: 

‘Tembie  in  Serjeant's  Lane  where  Giffith  Webb  lives,  with  a  garden  and  a  dwelling 
house  on  the  east  side  of  the  said  messuage,  an  old  wall  or  a  decayed  messuage 
containing  half  a  burgage  having  Cobb  lane  on  the  east  part,  and  also  a  messuage 
containing  half  a  burgage  in  Bridge  Streete’. 

There  is  substantial  evidence  to  indicate  that  John  Sayes  did  not  ignore  his  social 
responsibilities  and  details  of  several  of  his  philanthropic  acts  have  survived.  ‘A  Table 
of  the  Pious  Benefactors  to  this  Coporation10  (of  Tenby),  states  how: 

‘John  Says,  Gent.,  1693,  gave  to  this  Town  40  shillings,  ye  Interest  thereof  to  be  laid 
out  on  Books  for  poor  Children’. 

Sayes  died  in  September  1693  and  a  monumental  brass,  depicting  a  skull  and 
crossbones  was  erected  in  the  beautiful  parish  church  of  St  Mary's,  Tenby.  The 
inscription  reads  simply: 

Here  lyeth  the  body  of  John  Sayes,  of  this  towrne,  Alderman,  who  departed  this  life 
ye  22  Day  of  Sept1.,  1693  aged  70  years’. 

As  to  the  token  itself,  it  is  a  rare  specimen  (as  are  all  Welsh  seventeenth  century 
tokens).  The  National  Museum  of  Wales  has  two  examples  of  the  Sayes  token,  whilst 
Caerleon  Museum  has  one.  There  was  also  an  example  in  the  Dykes  collection  ( 1972). 
The  discovery  of  another  specimen  in  Tenby  is  therefore  significant  and  is  certainly 
worthy  of  note.

the  coin,  minted  in  Toulouse  during  the  reign 
of  Charles  VII  of  France,  was  part  of  a  hoard 
of  15th  Century  gold  and  jewellery  found  near 
Mr.  Marriott's  home  21  years  ago.  It  was 
thought  to  have  been  buried  for  safety  during 
the  Wars  of  the  Roses.  The  Daily  Telegraph, 
24  September  [the  reference  is  to  the  Fishpool 
Hoard,  of  coins  and  jewellery.  Ed.].
